Objectionable Features of 
Proposal Voted Down in 
November are Eliminat- 
ed, Supporters Say.

A constitutional amendment which 


provides a new system of taxation for 


Georgia and includes levies on in- 
~ tangible properties, eliminating the 
state-wide ad valorem tax of five mills, 
was passed Tuesday by the house. The 
vote was 174 to 7. If the senate ap- 
proves e amendment will be sub- 
mitted to the people at the next gen- 
eral election. 

Sponsors of the measure said Tues- 
day that it eliminates the objectionable 
features of the intangibles tax pro- 
posal which was voted down by the 
people last November. 

Shortly after the house approved 
the amendment the ways and means 
committee agreed to vote at a meeting 
Thursday afternoon on the proposal 
for a & per cent general sales tax. 
Opponents of the sales tax were con- 
fident Tuesday night that adoption of 
the amendment, through which it is 
hoped will come a levy on intangibles, 
sounded the death knell of the sales 
tax and that the committee will kill 
it Thursday afternoon, 

The amendment was sponsored by 
the house committee on constitutional 
amendments which substituted it for 
a ,roposal originated by Representa- 
tives Franklin and Ashley, of Lowndes 
county. 

The proposal gives the general as- 
sembly power to classify property for 
taxation and to adopt different rates 
and methods for different classes of 
property and to segregate different 
classes of property for state and local 
taxation. The amendment would put 

‘e matter of fixing the rates and 
classifications to future legislatures. 
The only stipulation is that all taxa- 
tion shall be uniform on the same 
class. 

Representative William B. Harts- 
field, of Fulton county. one of those 
who spoke against the bill, was among 
those who voted against it.

TAX DESPITE PAY

Financier Denies Charge 
of Supporting Cuban 
Government Before Sen- 
ate Investigators.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—())— 
Charles E. Mitchell, veteran chair- 


man of the National City Bank of 
New York, told a senate committee 
‘today he avoided paying an income 


tax in 1929 by selling stock in the ' 


bank to a member of his family at a 
loss of nearly $2,800,000, which he 
later rebought. 

Earlier, the stocky gray-haired 
financier had testified to receiving 
total bonus payments, in addition to 
his salary of about $3,500,000 during 
the three years of the market “‘boom,” 
1927, 1928 and 1929, from the bank 
and its security affiliate, the National 
City Company. 

The committee also heard from its 
counsel, Ferdinand Pecora, the story 
of an involved transaction by which 
he suggested the bank had “bailed 
out” a loss of $30,000,0000 on bad 
Cuban sugar loans by selling stock 
to the public for the purchase of the 
sugar company through its affiliate. 

Developed By Quiz. 

Mitchell’s story of how he avoided 
paying an income tax in 1929 was 
developed by persistent questioning 
from Pecora after the banker had 
spent almost an entire day on the 
stand. 

He described how he bought thou- 
sands of shares in National City bank 
stock “in the midst of the panic” 
in 1929 to support the market. 

Altogether, he said, he bought 28,- 
300 shares and shortly afterwards sold 
10,000 of this, The remaining 18, 
shares, he testified, he sold “for tax 
purposes.” : : 

“How much of a loss did that en- 
able you to show?” asked Pecora. 
“Wasn't it nearly $2,800,000.” 

Mitchell replied it was setween $2,- 
700.000 and $2,800,000. ; 

“That enabled you to avoid an in- 
come tax for 1929, did it not?’ asked 
the counsel. 

“Yes, the losses had been such that 
I didn’t have it,” replied the banker. 

“That sale in the latter part ol 
1929 was made to a member of your 
family, wasn’t it?” 

“Tt was,” Mitchell asseated. 

Sale of Convenience. 

“It was just simply a sale of con 
venience to elude the tax. wasn’t it? 
asked Senator Brookhart, republican, 


lowa. 
“You can call it that,” was the re- 


ly. 
. Mitchell explained he later bought 
back the block of 18,000 sbares be- 
cause he “simply couldn't let that 
purchaser take the loss.’ 

“Tl individually have suffered a 
greater loss from the market fall of 
City bank stock than any other in- 
dividual in the United States, 
Mitchell told the senators, saying he 
holds today the largest amount of its 
stock he has ever held.

TOKYO — Japanese troops have 
seized three -aore towns in the prov- 
ince of Jehol, including the stragetic 
Peipiao, giving them complete control 
of the Chinchow-Peipiao railway, over 
which they plan to move troops for 
the impending “big push.” A govern-

starts in five or six days. 

MUKDEN—Occupation by the Jap-

TWO JEHOL TOWNS 
OCCUPIED BY JAPANESE 


TOKYO, Feb. 22.—(Wednesday)— 
(P)—The occupation by Japanese 
troops of three towns within the prov- 
ince of Jehol was reported today in 
a Rengo (Japanese) news agency dis- 
patch from Chinehow,. Manchuria. 

The Retigo correspondent said that 
early this morning the Japanese oceu- 
pied Nanling, seven miles northwest 
of Chaoyangssu, a station on the 
Chinchow-Peipiao railway just with- 
in the Jehol border. Subsequently, 
according to this dispatch, the Japa- 
nese pushed on and seized Koupei- 
yingtzu, eight miles to the northwest. 
They then captured, after consider- 
able fighting, the strategic town of 
Peipiao, terminus of the railroad, giv- 
ing them complete control of the rail- 
road. 

Japanese headquarters in Chang- 
chun announced that after Peipiao 
has been occupied the advance into 
Jehol will be suspended. 

Rengo dispatches from Tungliao, 
Manchuria, told of additional action 
in the vicinity of Kailu, the north- 
eastern gatewa, to Jehol. According 
to these dispatches Japanese airplanes

Bitter struggle in the senate today

The tag bill was taken from the 
senate table Tuesday on motion of 
Senator Colson, of Brunswick, and 
was placed at the foot of the senate 
calendar. The rules comettee decid- 
ed Tuesday afternoon to set the bill 
as a special and continuing order of 
business immediately after the period 
of unanimous consent today. 

At the caucus, senate opponents ot 
the Talmadge proposal deculed to vote 
to reject the house amendment sug- 
gesting a 33 to $18 rate scale A 
strong anti-$3-rate bloc in the senate 
recently forced the upper house to re- 
ject the tag bill as origirally passed 
by the house, and the bill went back 
to the representatives as a_ substi- 
tute measure, to which the house fail- 
ed to agree. 

With the two houses in disagree- 
ment, several conference committees 
were appointed, only to disagree. Aft- 
er the last conference committee re- 
port on disagreement, the senate 
tabled the bill by a heavy vote, ‘and 
friends of the administration later 
warned the senate that unless a taz 
reduction bill is passed Governor Tal- 
madge may deciare a tag moratorium 
under his power to suspend the col- 
lection of taxes. It vas soon after 
this warning that the bill was taken 
from the table.

Passes Bill To Give Full 
Authority in All Things 
Except Salary and Vet- 
erans’ Cuts. 


By CECIL B. DICKSON, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—() 
Autocratic power for President-elect 


Roosevelt to reorganize the govern- 
ment was approved today by the 
house after it had rejected $167,- 
400,000 in savings proposed by the 
senate in amendments to the treas- 
ury-postoffice department bill. 

Roosevelt will have power to elimi- 
nate and merge government bureaus, 
but not government departments. His 
plans can be vetoed only by a two- 
thirds vote of each tet of congress 
within 60 days after he orders changes. 

Ignoring the Bratton amendment 
calling for a flat 5 per cent reduc- 
tion on all appropriations and esti- 
mated to save $143,000,000, the house 
substituted its own economy amend- 
ment, giving sweeping authority to 
the incoming executive to abolish and 
consolidate government activities. 

No effort was made to present for 
action Speaker Garner's proposal to 
give the incoming president power to 
reduce salaries and cut veterans’ com- 
pensation. Chairman Byrns, of the 
appropriations committee, opened 
three hours of debate by saying the 
conferees did not want to “include 
any matter suggested from the out- 
side” that might cause a filibuster 
in the senate and prevent passage of 
the appropriation bills at this ses- 
sion. 


Done in April. 

The Tennessean said that if it was 
desired to change the provisions, it 
could be done at the special session 
to be held in April. 

In that connection, Byrns said that 
Swager Sherley, former house mem- 
ber and chairman of the appropria- 
tions committée, was investigating 
government agencies “with a view to 
having a report on _ consolidations 
ready for the president very soon 
after his inauguration.” 

The authority for Mr. Roosevelt 
was assailed by Representatives Wood, 
of Indiana, and La Guardia, of New 
York, republicans, as an abdication 
of congress to the executive branch. 
They were pnswered by Representa- 
tive Ludlow, democrat, Indiana, who 
said “the whole country is demand- 
ing, not asking, that the -ederal gov- 
ernment shall be reorganized.” 

The conference report on the Dill 
now goes back to the senate for ap- 
proval or rejection. As adopted by the 
house, it restores to the bill $22,400,- 
000 stricken out by the senate. This 
includes $19,000,000 for the inland 
air mail, $2,400,000 for the customs 
service, and $1,000,000 for the in- 
ternal revenue bureau. 

Restored Pay. 

In addition, the house restored in 
the economy section, $2,000,000 for 
pay of military enlisted personnel, 
by refusing to consider the senate 
proposal to reduce re-enlistment pay 
increases. 

Only one cut was made by the 
house in considering the highly con- 
troversial economy proposals, which 
re-enact the principal provisions of 
the economy act passed last year in- 
cluding the 8 1-3 per cent pay cut of 
federal employes.

First indications of a rush by many 
states to ratify in a hurry, however, 
had yielded in many cases to a more 
deliberate pace as legislatures and gov- 
ernors studied the handling of the 
hitherto untried convention procedure 
of ratification. 

Prohibitionists and their opponents, 
meanwhile, tightened lines for many 
struggles. | 

In a few but the wettest states was 
the final outcome generally conceded. 

Officially certified copies of the 
resolution in which congress proposed 
the repeal, hastened by the state de- 
partment at Washington, were due on 
most governor’s desks in the morning. 
Accompanying each was a letter in 
which Secretary Stimson asked the 
state executive to “cause this joint 
resolution to be submitted to a conven- 
tion in your state for such action as 
may be had.” 

The formal language, in contrast 
with the haste of distribution, avoided 
any suggestion of urgency and also 
refrained from entering the eonstitu- 
tional debate as to whether legisla- 
tures of the states or congress itself 
should prescribe the assembling of the 
conventions. : 

This issue showed up outside of 
Washington, with some anti-prohi- 
hitionists in such widely scattered 
states as Pennsylvania, Nebraska and 
Nevada looking to the national capl- 
tal for guidance on how to assemble 
the conventions. 

The tendency towards less haste was 
shown among others in New York and 
New Jersey. In both, questions of 
procedure and of obtaining the desired 
convention representation of all sec- 
tions of the population engaged at- 
tention.

Clash With President-Elect 
Is Denied by Senator Glass 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—()— 
Senator Glass, democrat, Virginia, 
denied in a formal statement today 
that he had declined an invitation to 
be secretary of the treasury in the 
Roosevelt cabinet because of “differ- 
ences with the president-elect on fun- 
damental] issues ” 

Some cabinet spectators have re- 
ported -hat the Virginian’s refusal to 
accept ‘the czbinet post resulted from 
a difference o. opinion between him- 
self and President-elect Roosevelt on 
the issue oi currency inflation. 

The Virginian’s statement follows 
in full: 

“There are being printed so many 
speculative reports concerning my 
declination of the post of secretary of 
the treasury and the reasons thereof 
that I think it both pertinent and 
desirable that I should make an an- 
thoritative statement on the subject. 

“T have not refused the transfer 
from the senate to the treasury on 
account of my age or the state of my 


health. All reasonable persons should 
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agree that if I am too old for the 
treasury post I am too old to remain 
in the senate and that my health could 
not more certainly be impaired in the 
contemplative position of the one 
place than in the active and tempes- 
tuous autie. of the other.” 

_“More importart is the mischievous 
report,” Glass added, “that 1 declined 
the treasury post on account of dif- 
ferences with the president-elect on 
fundamental economic issues. That is 
not 30. 

“The simple fact is that I prefer to 
remain in the senate because nobody 
has shaken my conviction that I can 
be of more usefulness there to 
country and to the incoming adminis- 
tration than at the treasury. : 

“This conviction, urged to Presi- 
dent-elect Roosevelt at the outset, has 
persisted to the end and prompted my 
final answer. It was confirmed by 
the unanimity of expression in the sen- 
ate and in Virginia. I deeply regret 
that I could reach no different con- 
clusion.”

. Roosevelt’s Statement. 

The formal announcement came 
through Marvin H. McIntyre, secre- 
tary to Roosevelt, and was released 
early tonight for morning newspapers. 
It said: 

“Mr. Roosevelt announced tonight 
that he had invited Senator Cordell 
Hull, of Tennessee, to be secretary of 
state and William H. Woodin, of 
Pennsylvania and New York, to be 
secretary of the treasury, and they 
have accepted. 

“In making the announcement of 
the first of his cabinet selections, Mr. 
Roosevelt made it plain that both of 
these gentlemen were virtually draft- 
ed. Senator Hull was reluctant to 
leave the senate. Mr. Woodin was 
loathe to relinquish at this time the 
active control of the many industrial 
enterprises with which he has been 
so long and prominently identified.” 

Mr. Woodin was at the residence 
of Roosevelt just before the announce- 
ment was made public. The diminu- 
tive, gray-haired, genial man who will 
take over the complex task of na- 
tional finance left alone for a dinner 
party at which he could not be imme- 
diately disturbed. 

Woodin’s Comment. 

Later Mr. Woodin commented: “I 
have more respect for this job than 
any other I have undertaken.”

Father, Recovering From 
Wounds, Insists Assailant 
was a Negro. 


One arrest was reported Tuesday 
by officers searching for the slayer of 
Mrs. Sain H. Henderson, while doctors 
kept close watch on the condition of 
Henderson and his 2-year-old son at 
Grady hospital. The recovery of the 
father is practically assured,, attend- 
ing physicians said, and the baby's 
chances for recovery are considered 
considerably brighter. 

Late Tuesday afternoon Emmett 
Gibson, a negro arrested by DeKalb 
Radio Patrolmen C. H. Hill and R. 
D. Scott, at request of county police, 
was taken before Henderson at Grady 
hospital but the wounded man assert- 
ed Gibson was not the guilty party. 
However, according to Captain J. é: 
Oliver, in charge of the investigation, 
the county police have a pistol case 
on Gibson and he will continue to be 
held. Possibility of his connection 
with the murder of Hamp McGee, aged 
taxi operator, is also being investi- 
gated, said the captain. 

Reports of other arrests were brand- 
ed as false Tuesday by county police. 
During the day J. A. Bennett, neigh- 
bor of the Hendersons, called at head- 
quarters and offered his assistance 
to county police. 

Gibson previously had been sought 
as a suspect in the McGee killing aft- 
er he had failed to show up at a dairy 
where he had worked. He also was 
reported as having been seen attempt- 
ing to dispose of a pistol. 

At Grady hospital Tuesday night 
Henderson told a Constitution _ re- 
porter that he was positive beyond all 
doubt that the intruder who killed his 
wife and wounded his baby and him- 
self was a negro. Henderson had in- 
sisted irom the beginning that it was 
a negro who did the shooting, and 
Tuesday gave police what they said 
was a clear description of the slayer, 
as to weight, height’ and complexion. 

Henderson's repeated assertion that 
the murderer was a negro set at rest 
many current rumors that the slayer 
was a white man with blackened face.

As Back-to-the- 


Farm Supporter 


That -George Washington believed 
staunchly in newspaper advertising 
and was an ard2nt exponent of one of 
the earliest back-to-the-farm move- 
ments in America, is shown in a copy 
of a newsraper printed in 1773. A 
copy of the first edition of the Mary- 
land Journal and the Baltimore Ad- 
vertiser, printed on Friday, August 
20, 1773, in which the ashington 
“ad” appeared, is owned by Wesley 
mooie faa 265 Casson street, Kirk- 
wood. 

Dated from Mount Vernon, Va.., 
home of Washington, on July 15, 
1773, the “ad” was of several hundred 
words in length, and offered prospec. 
tive farmers rent-free farms on a tract 
of “upwards of 20, acres,” which 
Washington had acquired on the Ohio 
and Great Kanhawa rivers. It proba- 
bly was the earliest and most original 
back-to-the-farm movement of the 
western hemisphere. 


The rent-free farm offer was made 
with the proviso that “within the 
space of two years from next October 


(1778) three acres for every 50 con- 
tained in each lot, and proportiona- 
bly for «a lesser quantity, shall. be 
cleared, fenced and tilled; and. that 
by or before the time limited for com- 
mencement of the first rent, five acres 
for every hundred, and proportionably 
. « « Shall be enclosed and laid down 
in good grass for meadow, and more- 
over, that at least 50 good fruit trees 
for every like quantity of land shall be 
planted on the premises.” . 

The long advertisement concluded 
with the promising outlook that “it 
may not be amiss further to observe 
that if the scheme for establishing a 
new government on the Ohio, in the 
manner -talked of, should ever be ef- 
fected, these must: be among the most 
valuable lands in it... .”

ACCUSED OF “BOLTING 


Petitions Circulated in Troup 
Declare $3 Tag Bill Is 
Party Platform Pledge. 


LAGRANGE, Ga., Feb.. 21.—J. 
Tobe Daniel, veteran Troup county 
political leader and supporter of Gov- 
ernor Eugene Talmadge, is circulat- 
ing a second group of petitions in 
Troup and adjoining counties, call- 
ing upon the state legislature to en- 


act the $3 automobile license meas 
ure. John T. Whitley, of LaGrange, 
is in Atlanta with petitions contain- 
ing over 1,000 signatures calling for 
the enactment of the tag bill. 

The petitions circulated by Mr. Dan- 
iel would brand all who oppose the 33 
tag bill as “bolters”’ and reads as 
follows: 

“We, the undersigned citizens ot 
Georgia, who believe in the funda- 
mental principle of democracy, ma- 
jority rule, agree unqualifiedly upon 
the following fact: 

“That the campaign for governor 
last year was waged for a $3 tag for 
motor cars, and won by a landslide. 

“It was adopted in the Macon con- 
vention and written in the party plat- 
form and become the party's policy. 

“Therefore, be it resolved, to brand 
all who fight the platform of the party 
as ‘bolters’ and recommend that they 
be so treated. 

“And, be it further resolved, that 
we are willing to pay $3 for automo- 
bile tags, but unwilling to pay more.” 


U. 9, ECONOMIC SYSTEM 


LONDON, Feb. 21.—4)—Amer- 
ica’s economic system “showy 5 such in- 
herent strength that it centinues to 
function efficiently in the face of the 
greatest maladjustment the world has 
ever known,” Ambassador Andrew W 
Mellon said in a farewell speech to- 
night at a Pilgrim’s Club dinner, 

“There is no lack of prosiuction and 
the processes of distribution continue 
to operate as usual, notwithstanding 
unemployment and reduced buying 
power,’ Mr. Mellon told the distin 
guished Anglo-American gathering. 

“Inspite of defects in our over-in- 
dividualized banking system, the fi- 
nancial structure has stood the strain 
remarkably well. 

“The burden of debt, noth govern- 
mental and private, is very heavy and 
has cut deeply into our purchasing 
power, which must be in the future as 
it has been in the past the real basis 
of our national prosperity. Debt, how- 
ever, has a way of liquidating itself in 
time, either by repayment or by voi- 
untary or involuntary cou.oosition so 
that the nation is not in danger oi 
financial disaster merely because it 
owes itself money. 

“Debts owed outside a country may 
indeed present difficulties but there 
are too many ways of meeting domes- 
tic debts for them ever to be com- 
pletely destructive of the financial 
structure. 

“The real problem in A nerica 1s 
adjustment to the shifts in economic 
power which the World War brovgh: 
about. Before 1914 the United States 
was a debtor nation sending annually 
large sums to Kurope in puymest of 
our obligations here. Four years late 
the situation was reversed with a com 
pleteness and rapidity such ds the 
world never had witnessed before. 

“Such a change was bound to set 
up maladjustment both in America 
and Europe and it will take time, |] 
fear, and patience and more than one 
conference, perhaps, to agd.ust our- 
selves to this and other changes which 
the war left in its wake. 

“We are, however, making progress 
and much history has been made in 
the past 12 months.” 


PAY CUT ADVOCATED 
FOR NORTH CAROLINA 


RALEIGH, N. C., Feb. 21.—(#)— 
Salary reductions of 15 per cent or 
more for all state employes in depart- 
ments, commissions and bureaus, to- 
gether with eliminations and consoli- 
dations which would save $939,301.59 
annually were recommended to ,the 
general North Carolina assembly to- 
day by a committee on salaries and 
fees. ; 

State salaries have already been re- 
duced from 16 to 20 per cent. The ad- 
ditional 15 per cent reduction would 
not apply to the highway commission 
but eliminations and consolidations in 
that department to save $398,750 an- 
nually were recommended. 

The committee’s authority covered 
state salaries aggregating $1,666,918 
annually in state offices and $5,496,- 
389.44 in the highway department.

WAR DEBT CANCELLING 
FAVORED BY GOSNELL 


CARTERSVILLE, Ga.. Feb. 21.— 
Speaking before the Lions Club here 
Tuesday on “War Debts,” Cullen B. 
Gosnell, of the department of Mistory 
at Emory University, declared that 
cancellation appéared to be the best 
possible way out of the international 
war debt sitration. 

“For my part.” said Mr. Gosnell, 
“as harc as it is to bear, 1 am ready 
to cancel.” 

That cancellation of the war debts 
by the United States or repudiation 
by the debtor. nations are the only 
possible ways out of the. situation 
was the argument of Mr. Gosnell. 

He showed that the total of war 
debts owing this country is about 11 
billion dollars. Payment, he said, 
could unly be made either in goods 
and service or in gold. Payment in 
gold is impussible, because there 1s 
only 310 000,000,000 of gold in the 
world and the United States holds 
$6,000,000,000. Even if the remain- 
ing $4.000,000,000 was paid to us, 
he said, not only would the other coun- 
tries be ruined, but the surplus of 


gold would ruin.the United States and 
the debtor nations would still owe us 
$7,000,000,006 

The only way a debtor nation can 
pay in goods or service, he said, is 
when it enjoys the balance of trade 


with the creditor nation. For there 


payments. Now, however, the United 
States holds the balance of trade, up | 
to $20,000 000,000. This closes the 
only other possible channel of pay- 
ment. 

It is then, said the speaker, either 
cancellation by the United States or 
repudiation by the debtor nations and 
he favored cancellation as a means of 
recovering the popular good will of 
the world, instead of the distrust and | 
ill will- that will undoubtedly follow | 
if we force them to repudiate,

ALBANY, Ga., Feb. 21.—There were 64 hosses ridden in 
the gallery which attended the southern amateur field trials 
here Monday and Tuesday. 

And that section of the gallery offered a stirring spectacle, 
strung out at the gallop as it raced to reach a dog on point at 
some distant section of the field. 

But it was the vehicles which added the greatest 
touch of humor to the majestic qualities of the mounted 
spectators. 

Floyd Alford’s old victoria cab from Radium Springs was 
awarded first prize in the unofficial elections. ‘The old cab 
seated six, if they squeezed in, as they did. But since they faced 
each other there were always three who could not see the dogs 
but had only a view of where thev had been. 

“I always admired the Walla-Walla bird which flew 
backwards because he did not care where he was going 
but wanted to see where he had been,”’ said Floyd Alford, 
“and this gives me an excellent chance. In this hack I 
am constantly staring at where I’ve been.” 

Perhaps Our. perspective was all wrong but the sight of a 
polished hansom cab rolling through corn fields and sage 
grass, left many of us in stifches all during the two davs of the 
trials. The colored boy who drove, wearing a top hat, was 
something else, too. And if the sight of a top hat appearing 
just over the tops of old corn stalks isn’t humorous then | 
give up. 

There were a couple of buckboards to go jolting 
across the fields, two or three buggies and two spring 
wagons. And Tuesday morning a fellow showed up 
with a Hoover cart, made from his old Ford for which 
he could no longer buy gas. A faithful mule pulled it. 

But the cab wins. Never before have birds and dogs had 
a following which included six people in a hansom cab rolling 
through plowed fields. With three of the occupants always 
staring at where they’ve been. 


REAL AMATEURISM. 

Now and then one finds rea] examples of real amateurism in 
sport. These amateur field trials, which have been kept strictly 
amateur and will be maintained in that fashion, offer some re- 
freshing examples. 

The man with a dog who employes someone else 
to handle his dog is still an amateur, but he misses the 
thrill of handling his own dog. 

Gerald M. Livingston, of New York, who won the all-age 
stake on Monday with his setter, The Captain of Kilsyth, bred, 
trained, broke and handled the dog he won with. 

But for T. Chubb, of New York, and a winter resi- 
dent at Thomasville, the derby stake was the greatest 
thrill of his life. Chubb, a young author, owns but one 
field trial dog. He has had him since he was a small 
puppy and has trained him himself. 

This trial was his first. His excitement was rather intense. 
His dog was in the finest brace to go down Tuesday morning. 
The dog was on point within five minutes after being put down. 
Chubb rode up, dismounted, went back for his pistol, and then 
flushed the birds. His dog held beautifully but Chubb was so 
excited that he could hardly shoot the pistol. 

His dog gave a splendid performance and had it not 
partially blinked a covey, might have won first place. 

As it was the dog placed second and the young amateur 

handler was, of course, delighted. His victory was a 

very popular one. And he will be back next year with 

more dogs. He has caught the real amateur spirit of 
the trials.
